"Vour utmost endeavor, backed 
by hlgli and unselfish purpose, will 
be required to bring tJiU struggle 
lo a triumphant conclusion." he 
told the gnrduating cadeLs, 

"No compromise li paialble. and 
the victory of the democroclci con 
only be complete with the utter de- 
feat of tJie war machines of Ger- 
many and Japan." 

Oftlnlng significance In view of 
the current dL^cusslon.i of high rnnk- 
Inc American army offlcera wlUi 
BrltLih officials In London, Mar- 
shall's as.icrtlon that American 
lorcrs "n-lll land In Prnnce" ti-a.j the 
first definite sUIemenl by any 
American official that a Kround of-

Marshall recoiled that prior to

Surely, In Twin Falls, there are a number 
of high school boys who could volunteer their 
help for such a worthy cause. Even those 
who are expecting employment at the Japa- 
nese labor camp at Eden could work in the 
beet fields temporarily until construction of 
the camp gets under way. And there are 
others regularly employed who could make 
ftrrangements to get a day or two off from 
their regular duties to aid In relieving this 
emergency. 

Let's all of us glVe this problem the serious 
consideration that It deserves. _

He feels tliat tills 
Is a lituallon which must be ironed out cooperatively, 
wlUi the a<imlnlstration and Uie country's industrial 
leaders working together. Signs are evident that even 
the New Dealers are beBlnning to subscribe lo tliat 
theory, LarKely because of Mr. Johnston's cffort-i, 
probably a brand-new scheme for handling postwar 
imemployment will be advanced soon at Uie capltaL

Any young iwrson who Li doing 
job that win help wiUi the wi 
might better go on with It, but such 
a young person Li rarely In tlio child 
clas.1. Adolescent boys and girls, in 
their Into teens are u.iunlly pa,it 
camp, aa we know It, nnd are on 
their way In .itutly or work tor the 
greater part of Uic summer. 

The children old enough to leave 
home, and too yoimg for useful war 
work, are camp c.-uidldnte.i, nnd If 
It Is at all poMlble tlicy .iliould bo 
allowed tp go. Tlicy need the experi- 
ence it affords; they netd Uie com- 
panionship, the ln.ilniction, the work 
Ihnt good camps oKcr. "They need 
the relief of life In the open after 
10 months ot town lite as It Is lived 

Our children, particularly Uiose 
of the larger cltlra iind towns, need 
camp today more thnn Uiey usimlly 
do becau-ie their lives hiive been 
more troubled. Try as we may 
not possible to, keep our anxieties 
from the children and nobody need; 
to be told how children droop under 
the strain ot fear and worrj'. 
Good for Parents, Too 

Once they arc sately out of tlie 
strained Btmo.ipherB they shake It 
off as ducks shake water from their 
backs aixl enter wholeheartedly in- 
to the carefree life ot camp. Tliat Is 
good for them. 

It la also good tor their fathers 
and moUiera. The war has brought 
changes Into the homes, fins added 
many burdens to the older pcopli 
Mothers are doing war work ot on 
sort or another and are awny from 
home much more than used to be so. 

Worry about what Uie children 
ore doing, where they are spending 
their time, and how, weors fathers 
and mothers down. Wlien they 
In a good camp their minds car 
at peace at least tor the sea.ion 
that win mean a good deal in terms 
ot health and Improved work. 
Share the Work

CLAPPER I have been re- 
porting politics and publlo affairs 
tpr (.ome years. I've seen many rcal- 
bts in action and many so-called 
theorlsLs.
